Holy Eucharist? 

What are some of the names by 
Which the Holy Eucharist is known? 

What ceremony preceded the insti- 
tution of the Holy Eucharist? 
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~~ Our Divine Savior was not satisfied

It is called the 
Bread of Life, because it is our spiri- 
tual nourishment. It is sometimes 
referred to as the Manna of the soul, 
recalling the Heavenly bread that God 
showered from Heayen for the food of 
His Chosen People. All these terms 
refer to the Holy Eucharist.
